MINTMASTER’S QUILL: An Editor’s Prerogative 
My Friends, 


For this opening NCNA HEADS AND TALES issue of the new year, 2019, Your Editor would 
like to share some observations and recommendations that might enhance local coin clubs, which to Your 
Editor, and the late Lee H. Gong, believe are the backbone of organized numismatics. 


There is no measure nor a matrix as to what constitutes a successful or the ‘best’ local coin club. 
The community, the meeting venue, the enthusiasm of its members, and it leadership are all factors, and 
none are common to each community and its demographic of the coin hobbyists. 


Being a member, if abet by distance, with most all known local northern California coin clubs and 
elsewhere, even into Canada, here are a few observaations and recommendations. 


First, Start The Meeting On Time. Decades ago, the local Vallejo (California) Numismatic 
Society had a President, a well-known and established local professional, who habitually arrived late and 
then would visit the bourse dealers and do business, while repeatedly remarking, aloud, “we will start the 
meeting in ten minutes.” 


Second, Finish Before 9:00 PM. As one who carpools and drives distances to attend and to 
enjoy coin club meetings, a late weekday night is too long. Traffic, the security, night time driving, and 
such are not conducive to attendance, when coupled with a meeting ending late. It is certainly not for 
young hobbyists on a weekday school evening. 


Third, Healthy Refreshments. This seems to be a perennial issue with local northern California 
coin clubs. There is the matter of cost and the real matter, and burden, of who does the labor involved. 
But, the health and age of most of members attending, this is an issue. Cookies and salted snacks plus 
soda drinks are not good. Make the effort and incur the cost and share healthy snacks and water. 


Fourth, Emphasize Sharing. This is one outstanding asset among most all northern California 
local coin clubs, the encouragement of Show ‘n Tell. Your Editor adds a suggestion advocated by the late 
‘Chuck’ White: in lieu of a formal program, just ask and welcome an extended Show ‘n Tell. 


Fifth, Good and Welfare. Just as important as the routine business and pressing concerns, each 
meeting needs a Good and Welfare, when, briefly, members can share or report updates about the health, 
well-being, and news of fellow members. As the esteemed Robert F. Fritsch in Nashua, New Hampshire 
reminds, there is a coin community. Our coin community should be composed of kind, compassionate, 
and empathic individuals, united by a common thread of our hobby. Good and Welfare cements that bond 
and reiterates to us that fate and frailty of life and living. 


These are only five observations and recommendations. NCNA HEADS AND TALES readers 
can add or adjust accordingly. The objective is to enhance a local coin club meeting’s enjoyment and 
education, onto and for all members and also visitors.
